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NEWLY  DISCOVERED  ATLANTIC  CITY  GAMING  TOKEN 


A previously  unknown  gaming  token  from  the  former  Golden  Nugget  Casino  and 
Hotel  of  Atlantic  City  has  recently  been  discoverd.  The  $5000  denomination 
token  has  a heavy  gold  plating,  with  the  bag  of  nuggets  in  the  logo,  coated  with 
black  enamel.  The  token  has  a proof-like  finish,  measures  40mm  in  diameter 
and  4mm  thick.  Specific  gravity  tests  have  yet  to  be  made  to  determine  the 
inner  core  metal  composition.  There  is  no  mint  mark  to  identify  the  maker. 

The  obverse  legend  reads;  Golden  Nugget,  Valid  For  Use  Only  At  $5000,  Golden 
Nugget  Atlantic  City.  The  reverse  reads;  Not  Legal  Tender,  Golden  Nugget, 
$5000.  The  words  Nugget  are  inscribed  completely  around  the  edge  of  the  token, 
right  side  up,  then  upside  down,  with  a space  where  the  serial  number  is  shown, 
all  the  edge  lettering  and  numbers  are  incused. 

This  former  casino  and  hotel  was  located  on  Boston  Avenue  and  the  Boardwalk. 
It  opened  on  December  9,  1980  and  was  the  sixth  casino  in  Atlantic  City.  The 
Golden  Nugget  was  sold  in  March,  1987  and  is  now  Bally's  Grand.

It's  a 
s h a me  that  ma  n y of  us,  my  self  included,  seem  to  acquire 
i t e ms  for  our  collections  but  never  fully  investigate 
them,  even  to  the  extent  of  simply  taking  a close  look.

'm  told  that  Pitman  also  issued  a 5 and  50  cent,  plastic  token.  If  anyone  can 
ubstantuate  this,  I would  appreciate  hearing  from  them . Apparently,  only  five  N.  J. 
ommunities  issued  this  type  of  token.  Pennsylvania  has  these  tokens  from  94 
owns  and  in  some  instances,  tokens  were  issued  in  several  different  metals.  For 
xample,  Plymouth,  Pa.  issued  a brass,  nickel-silver  and  aluminum  token.  51 
owns  in  the  State  of  New  York  have  also  issued  this  type  of  token, 
ome  issues  do  not  show  an  exact  value,  but  state,  'Anniversary  Coin,  Centennial 
loin  or  Souvenir  Coin",  and  were  accepted  in  trade  in  the  issuing  town.

Napoleon  III  and  the  letters  EM  of  the  word  Empereur 
re  faintly  visible  around  the  border  of  the  token  reverse,  but  no  traces  of  the  French 
oin  are  visible  on  the  token  obverse.  In  view  of  this  latest  discovery,  its  probable 
iat  the  Streve  token  was  also  over  struck  on  other  foreign  coins.  If  you  own  one  of 
lese  tokens,  I urge  you  to  examine  it  closely  and  if  you  find  an  overstrike  other  than 
ie  Half  Penny  and  French  5 Centimes  specimens,  please  send  me  the  details.

Some  Interesting  Burlington  County  Items

rhis  article  is  really  about  exonumia  from  my  neighborhood,  since  Burlington  County 
s my  home  county.  In  the  future  we  will  try  to  give  some  coverage  to  other  New 
fersey  area  items. 

Sordentown: 

n the  july,  1989  issue  of  "Jerseyana",  we  showed  an  unlisted  Civil  War,  merchant 
icrip  note  from  Bordentown,  issued  by  Samuel  E.  Burr.  Burr  was  an  agent  for 
lichardson  & Burr,  dealers  in  general  merchandise,  who  opened  their  store  in  1859- 
The  store  continued  in  operation  by  the  Burr  family  until  1926  at  "Burr's  Corner", 

Lt  Main,  (now  Farnsworth)  and  Crosswicks  Street.  A drawing  of  the  store  as  it 
.ppeared  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  is  shown  below,  on  the  right  side  of  the  drawing. 
The  building  housing  the  store  no  longer  stands.

Shown  above  is  the  scrip  note  of  C.  Leach,  of  Bordentown,  dated  January  1st,  1863 
This  particular  merchant  is  unlisted  in  Wait,  but  the  note,  in  its  unissued  form  is 
listed  as  Wait  115.  This  example  shows  the  value,  25  in  red  at  the  left  end  (cut  off 
in  the  Wait  illustration).  This  is  a stock  note,  of  the  type  sold  by  stationers.  It  was; 
also  issued  by  John  Williams  & Bro. 


White  Hill: 


Wait  lists  a 10  Cent  scrip  note,  dated  Nov.  25,  1862,  issued  by  William  Cline  of 
White  Hill,  N.  J.  Illustrated  above  is  a 5Cent  note  issued  by  Cline  on  the  same  date. 
Both  notes  have  the  printers  imprint  of  the  Bordentown  Register,  a weekly  newspap 
that  is  still  being  published.  During  the  hard  money  crunch,  early  in  the  Civil  War, 
newspapers  printed  up  scrip  forms  for  use  by  local  merchants  in  making  change,  ar 
passed  out  samples  such  as  Wait  432.  As  historian  Henry  Bisbee  tells  us,  White  Hil 
is  the  19th  Century  name  of  present  day  Fieldsboro,  a small  municipality  on  the 
Delaware  River,  entirely  surrounded  by  Bordentown.  Its  name  lives  on  in  the  White 
Hill  Mansion,  a small  reataurant  operating  in  an  elegant,  old  river  front  house. 
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loebling: 

[he  Charles  G.  Roebling  Inn,  whose  token  A1  Zaika  wrote  about  in  the  July,  1989 
ssue,  has  been  rescued  from  decay.  It  was  purchased  by  Florence  Township  and  is 
iow  being  rebuilt  for  use  as  affordable  housing  for  the  elderly  and  as  a seniors 
immunity  center.  Its  historic  character  will  be  preserved  as  a focal  point  of  the 
listoric  village  of  Roebling.

Last  is  the  6-1/4  Cents  note  of  Ch.  M.  Harker,  printed  by  Morris  of  Philadelphia. 
The  Value  is  derived  from  the  Spanish  dollar  or  "piece  of  eight"  reales:6-l/4  cents 
would  be  equivalent  to  a hlf  real.  While  the  issuer  is  unknown,  the  endorsement  on 
the  reverse  suggests  that  this  note  may  have  circulated  as  late  as  the  1860's. 
William  E.  Corey,  the  endorser,  ran  a so-called  "center  of  whoopee",  known  as 
Hunter's  Lodge,  near  Browns  Mills.  He  may  have  accepted  the  Harker  note  from

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MERCHANT  TOKENS  OF  HARD  RUBBER  AND 
SIMILAR  COMPOSITIONS 

by  David  E.  Schenkman 

Book  Review  by  Curtis  H.  Judge 

A new  catalog  has  recently  been  published  by  noted  exonumia  author  Ddfet 
E.  Schenkman.  This  is  the  latest  in  a long  list  of  top  quality  reference  U 
for  the  token  hobbyist.  It  deals  with  tokens  only  manufactured  from  hard 
rubber  and  similar  non-metallic  compositions  such  as  celluloid  and  fibre,  ::c 
few  rare  carbon  pieces.  It  is  the  third  attempt  at  cataloging  this  type  cjf 
token  after  works  by  J.  M.  Tilton  in  1884  and  The  Fulds  in  1954.  Modern 
plastic  and  fibre  tokens  are  excluded  from  the  scope  of  work. 

Hard  rubber  tokens  are  made  from  the  raw  crude  rubber  taken  from  the  J 
rubber  trees  of  Central  and  South  America.  The  rubber  is  first  cleaned  of;  r 
impurities  and  then  rolled  into  sheets  using  a small  amount  of  sulfur.  Tb 
rubber  was  then  "vulcanized"  or  cured.  The  sheets  were  immersed  in  vats  c 
liquid  sulfur  & magnesia  or  lime  at  a temperature  of  approximately  120  degjs-e 
centigrade.  This  bath  caused  them  to  absorb  1/10  of  their  weight  in 
chemicals.  After  removal  the  sheets  were  heated  at  260-275  degrees  for  vs:r 
times  to  complete  the  hardening  process.  The  tokens  were  then  struck  usir 
multiple  dies  in  pre-heated  presses.  The  hard  rubber  tokens  were  used  frc 
approximately  1863  to  the  late  1880 's  when  the  raw  product  became  too  expert 
to  use  when  compared  to  other  products.  Small  numbers  were  struck  as  late=:£ 
1910,  but  had  been  largely  replaced  by  aluminum  and  other  metals. 

Schenkmans  catalog  is  typical  of  others  in  it's  method  of  listing.  ] .i 
organized  by  state,  city,  and  individual  merchant  or  issuer  within  the  cit. 
Each  token  is  given  it's  own  identification  number.  It  is  also  given  a 
complete  description  including  obverse  and  reverse  wording,  size  in  MM, 
composition,  and  historical  data  if  known.  Numerous  photographs  of  the  itfis 
listed  are  included. 


Several  areas  of  interest  are  also  discussed  in  the  introduction  and 
initial  chapters.  Methods  of  manufacture,  compositions  and  colors,  shapes^ 
sizes,  and  a section  on  token  manufacturers  are  included.  A section  on  cue 
market  valuation  is  also  included,  which  should  cause  some  discussion  amon't 
collectors  of  this  type  of  token. 


The  work  is  hard  bound  in  the  8 1/2  by  11  inch  format, 
materials  used  is  quite  good  and  the  photographs  are  above 
type  project.
